Much Depends Upon R 

The centre of Tice hg 
sharply to St. Petersburg, which 
holds the decision whether a Buro- 
pean war, which probably would shift 
the balance of power, if not rearrange 
the entire map of Europe, is to break 
out. Negotiations are afoot there 
between the ussian foreign minister, 
Sergius Sazonoff, and the Austrian 
ambassador, which are designed to 
“localize” the conflict. 

The nature and progress of these 
conversations are wrapped in the 
thickest mystery, but they are the 
last plank the neutral powers are 
clinging to in. face of a storm which 
may wash all under. 

‘There is no doubt in British minds 
that Austria had fully resolved to 
utilize the provocation afforded by the 
Sarayevo mutders to wipe ‘the slate 
glean of all accounts against Servia, 
and served an ultimatum on her which 
es degigned to have no result ave 


The fiext news expected is’ ‘the oc- 
cupation of Belgrade, and that even 
now may be an accomplished fact, 
Reports of small encounters along 
the frontier have heen permitted to 
pass the censor, but military experts 
believe that mobilization has already 
been affected and that a thoronghly 
planned campaign is well under way. 

Conference Plan Rejected 

Official notification of the beginning 
of war was made immediately after 
Germahy -and Austria had rejected 
Great Britain's invitation to a con- 
ference in London for the purpose of 
arriving at some plan of mediation, 

In notes addressed to Sir Edwara 
Grey, the two governments left the 
way open for further negotiations be- 
tween the powers looking toward lo- 
calization of the war. Austria refused 
to submit to an-ambassadorial con- 
terence, however, demanding that 
Servia punish all accomplices in the 
assassination of Archduke Ferdinand, 
4c gen the Pan-Servian societies 

tmit Austrian officers to enter 

territory and try persons sus- 
eke of being connected with the 
assassination conspiracy, 

This stand taken by Austria tied 
the hands of Germany. Though the 
kaiser accepted in prineiple the plan 
of the British foreign minister, it 
was pointed out unofficially before the 
formal reply was made that Germany 
could not approve any mediation plan 
without the consent of Austria, her 
ally. 

Cannot Dictate to Ally .. 

Germany indicated that she ap- 
Proved in @ general way the plan ad- 
yanced by Grey, but declared it was 
impossible for her to dictate to her 
ally in respect to her dv alings with 
Servia. 

Alistria was determined that Servia 
should accede to all demands made in 
the ultimatum delivered last week, or 
take the consequences of war. 

Servia took the position that she had 
gone ag far as possible in the reply 
made to the Anstrian note. Russia 
has stated unofficially that an inya- 
sion of Servjia could not be counte- 
nanced and the chief efforts of the 
powers will now be directed toward 
Gaining positive assurances from the 
czar that the Russian government will 
keep hands off. 

Germany favors localiging the war 
Troops 
are on the move, however, and the first 
overt act on the part of the czar’s 
government will be followed by gen- 
eral mobilization orders from Berlin.

American Autos Go to Burma 


American gutomobiles have become 

ly establish in Burma, says Consul 
M. K. Moorhead, Rangoon, India. Dur- 
ing the year ended March 31, 1914, 149 


automobiles valued at $120,350, as| Ka 


against only fifty-seven cars, valued at 
$49,740, during the preceding year, were 
imported from the United States. There 
were also imported during the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1914, fourteen Ameri- 
can commercial motor cars, valued at 
$19,080. These light commercial 
vehicles are used by the Rangoon post- 
office for delivering mail to the branch 
offices; by the Burma Railways for their 
parcel deliveries, and by a few of the 
retail stores. aa: 

The imports from the United King- 
dom were 106 automobiles valued at 
$141,210, arid 233 métotcytles, valued 
at $52,640, and $62,190 of parts. All 


other countries furnished “bnly eleven | th 


automobiles valued at $13,480 and ten 
motorcycles, valued at $2110. 

These statistics; however, do not give 
full credit to imports from the United 
States: Quite a number of American 
automobiles are purchased in England 
and put down as imports therefroni. 
There were also about twenty-five 
motorcycles shipped into Burma from 
the London agency of a_ well-known 
American manufacturer of motorcycles.
